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Ohio Has Floods; Snow, Cold Elsewhere

Flooding from recent heavy 
rainfall throughout the state 
brought 
evacuation 
of 
some 
families in scattered areas of 
Ohio today. 
While no serious floods had 
yet occurred, high waters con­ 
tinued to plague many com­ 
munities. 
S o m e 
National 
Guardsmen were on duty in at 
least one community. 
As swollen streams overran 
their banks in some low-lying 
areas, usually flooded in periods 
of iong heavy rains, sheriff’s 
departments were busy either 
evacuating some families or 
keeping a close watch on rising 
streams. 
Ice jams in some streams 


were adding to the difficulties. 
Sheriff John Casteel of Henry 
County reported flooding along 
the Maumee in Henry and part 
of Wood counties made neces­ 
sary the evacuation of 25 fam­ 
ilies from their homes. Waters 
from the Maumee rose to near­ 
ly 19 feet against a normal 15 
feet Thursday morning. 
Spokesmen for 
officials 
in 
that area said most of the ice 
jams have passed over the dam 
at Maumee River Bridge in 
Napoleon, and there Chief of 
Police Dwight Decker said fam­ 
ilies who moved out were in the 
very low areas on the east side 
of the city. 
National Guardsmen had been 
called out at tile request of 


county 
authorities 
and 
have 
been on duty all night. Firemen 
and ponce in Waterville, down­ 
river from Napoleon, also were 
alerted to flood dangers. 
The situation in Napoleon and 
Henry C o u n t y 
was 
easing 
Thursday 
morning 
as 
rain 
slackened off. Eastward, in the 
Grand Rapids area in lower 
Wood County, water was re­ 
ported near bridge level. 
The Great Miami River, one 
of the Ohio River’s tributaries, 
is expected to surpass tile flood 
stage Thursday at one point 
while other Ohio River branch 
streams were to near flood 
marks. 
The 
weather bureau 
said the Great Miami would 
crest during the afternoon at 


Miamitown at about 21 feet — 
about 6.5 feet above flood stage. 
But upstream at Hamilton, 
the river should reach I feet or 
three feet below flooding. The 
Little Miami River was ex­ 
pected to approach flood stages 
at both Milford and Kings Mills 
near 
Cincinnati 
where 
flood 
marks are 12 and 17 feet re­ 
spectively. 
As for tile Ohio River itself, 
predictions call for a 38-foot 
crest Saturday morning unless 
rains in eastern Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania and West Virginia are 
heavier than anticipated. 
Its 
flood stage is 52 feet. 
Many secondary roads in the 
state were flooded—all in spots 
where the overflow of streams 


is about normal for heavy rainy 
periods. 
Six county roads were closed 
in Greene County including Ohio 
380 between Xenia and New 
Burlington, and Ohio 725 be­ 
tween Spring Valley and Bell­ 
brook. Some families in the New 
Burlington area may have to be 
evacuated. 
Rain was reported from al­ 
most all the weather bureau 
stations in the state during the 
night and as cf early Thursday 
some of the heavier rainfall 
amounts occurring in the past 2 
hours were Dayton 1.29 inches, 
Cincinnati 1.17 and Columbus 
1.17. 
The bureau said there would 
be a few thundershowers today 


but with the rain tapering off to 
very light tonight. A change to 
cooler temperatures will occur 
over most of the state as a cold 
front moves through western 
Ohio Thursday and continues 
eastward to the Pennsylvania 
border by this evening. 
The weather bureau said rain­ 
fall was sufficient to bring the 
Sandusky River up to bankfull 
stages with the possibility of 
some minor overflow at Fre­ 
mont and Tiffin. 
Minor flooding also 
is in­ 
dicated on the Upper Scioto 
based on latest rainfall reports. 
Tile flooding may be only about 
a foot above flood stage, but 
much additional rainfall may 


require revision of present esti*[ 
mates. 
The Scioto River below Col-! 
umbus will rise from one to 
three feet above flood stage dur­ 
ing the next two days. But, as I 
in tile case of the Upper Scioto, I 
additional rainfall today would 
require revising the stages up-1 
ward. 
Snow and freezing rain liam-j 
pered travel in many northern 
states today and closed schools 
and curtailed business activities 
in parts of the west. 
Fog and rain produced addi­ 
tional motoring hazards in the 
Midwest, the lower plains and 
the South and continued down­ 
pours brought flood threats to 
Indiana. 


Hardest hit by heavy snows 
were the 
Pacific 
Northwest, 
portions of die central Rockies 
and the northern Plains. Bitter- 
cold 
weather 
worsened 
the 
hardships in the Northwest and 
in parts of the plains. 
Schools iii many 
areas of 
western Oregon remained shut 
down today. 
Freezing rain 
glazed hig**- 
ways in parts of tile great lakes 
region and extended eastward 
to New York for the second day 
in a row. 
Blizzard conditions lashed the 
Columbia gorge and sections of 
Oregon.

Dirksen Reports 
Attack Possible 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— A 
statement by Senate Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen that 
he had received “ military infor­ 
mation” indicating a possible 
Soviet invasion of Romania has 
drawn blank looks from Nixon 
administration officials. 
Dirksen, Wednesday revived a 
four-month-old report that the 
Soviets might inflict on Roma­ 
nia the same fate that befell 
Czechoslovakia last summer. 
Ile did so after being host to 
President Nixon 
at a Senate 
leadership luncheon which he 
earlier had'described as an ef­ 
fort to “just steep ourselves in 
jollification.” 
Emerging from that session, 
Dirksen met reporters in the 
Senate press gallery and said 
he’d heard the United States 
had intelligence that the “Rus­ 
sian 
commander 
in 
chief” 
might 
soon 
“put 
Romania 
through the disciplinary wring­ 
er.” 
He said this possibility might 
delay the Nixon administration 
from seeking quick Senate rati­ 
fication of the nuclear nonpro­ 
liferation treaty, held up last 
fall because of the Czech inva­ 
sion. 
At the White House, press sec­ 
retary 
Ronald 
Ziegler 
later 
said, “I am not aware of the ba­ 
sis of concern about Romania.” 
Sources at the State Depart­ 
ment also indicated they did not 
know what Dirksen was talking 
about. 
Czechoslovakia was invaded 
Aug. 21 by Soviet and 
other 
Warsaw Pact forces to put down 
a political liberalizing trend by 
the Prague government. 
Romania, too, has instituted 
some liberal reforms, particu­ 
larly in making foreign policy 
decisions 
independent of the 
Moscow line. 
Dirksen was asked if he had 
discussed the treaty or the ru­ 
mors of possible 'Soviet inter­ 
vention in Romania with Nixon. 
He said no. 
Asked if he thought Nixon was 
aware of the situation as he de­ 
scribed, he said, “I would think 
if there's any substance to it he 
would know about it.”

There has been an outcry in Is­ 
rael, the United States and sev­ 
eral European countries, con­ 
demning the executions. 
Iraq has an estimated 20,OOO 
troops stationed in Jordan, and 
this is the second Israeli attack 
on them within two months. Is­ 
raeli planes strafed and bombed 
soldiers, according to the Iraqis. 
Israel on Wednesday denied 
charges from Iraq til at it was 
massing troops for an attack rn 
the Iraqi force in Jordan. At the 
same time, Israeli Defense Min­ 
ister Moshe Dayan cautioned 
his country they must give the 
government of Iraq no excuse to 
do more harm to the estimated 
8,000 Iraqi Jews.

Trail In Laos 


SAIGON (AP) — From 15 to 
30 American B52 bombers have 
been attacking Communist sup* 
nlv routes through Laos each 
day, and some of them have 
been hitting north of the 17th 
parallel, U.. military sources 
said today. 
The disclosure came shortly 
after the U.S. Command denied 
a charge by North Vietnam’s 
ioreign ministry that the huge 
eight-jet bombers had attacked 
“heavily populated” areas Sun­ 
day in North Vietnam’s Quang 
Binh province, which is just 
north of the 17th parallel and 
just east of Laos. 
The command said there had 
been no B52 raids on North Viet­ 
nam or the demilitarized zone 
astride tho 17th parallel since 
last Oct. 28. 
Although the U.S. government 
refuses to admit any military- 
operations in Laos, it is com­ 
mon knowledge that the end of 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
on Nov. 1. was followed bv a

That’s 
more than I used to pay alto­ 
gether for such a ticket, though 
the tab now runs to $40.

Armstrong Residence In Saltcreek 
Township Has Colorful History 


The Circleville Herald, Thur. Jan. 30, 1969

M a n y 
older 
residences 
throughout Pickaway 
County 
have 
an 
illustrious 
history. 
Many have been retained in a 
manner to reflect the stalwart 
dignity of an era in the county’s 
history. 
The 
George H. Armstrong 
country home is one of these. 
The 11-room brick dwelling is 
located in Saltcreek Twp., an 
impressive distance off State 
Route 56, which fronts the land. 
The house dates back to 1866. 
A picture of it appears in the 
“History 
of Pickaway 
and 
Franklin Counties’', 
published 
by Williams Bros, in 1880. The 
residence, 
today, 
is 
easily 
recognized 
as 
photographed 
nearly 90 years ago. 
The 
home 
was 
built 
for 
George Hosier, at one time an 
affluent Saltcreek Twp. resident 
and land owner. No available 
history books lends reference to 
the man. 
% * * 
WHERE George Hosier came 
from, is not known. The brick 
residence he had built replaced 
a cabin which stood where it 
now 
stands. 
Having 
seven 
daughters, 
Hosier felt there 
would be much entertaining. His 
home wats built accordingly 
Materials used in the con­ 
struction of the house were 
native 
resources. 
The 
firm 
foundation was made of solid 
stones as were windowsills and 
all steps leading into the house. 
Basement walls of 18-inch- 


thick 
brick 
supported 
the 
structure. Clay was available in 
the area with which to make 
bricks. Evidence of the clay 
source and where the bricks 
were fired, still remains. 
Native timber provided the 


single room, annexed to the 
kitchen area blit without access 
to the main house. 
Hosier was referred to as 
a 
“plunger.” 
He 
farmed 
approximately 
160 
a c r e s 
and may have owned other 
walnut, cherry and poplar used [ 
ra^se<^ aTK^ fed many 
in the interior. Door frames 
come 
within 
inches of the 
ceilings which reach the height 
of ll feet downstairs and, a bit 
unusual, are 12 Vz feet high in 
upstairs rooms. Every door has 
a transom. There is a flourish 
of wardrobe closets in. some 
bedrooms while others have a 
void. The wardrobe- closet doors 
are an unprecedented height of 
IO feet. 
An attic is there with no 
apparent use sauce it has no 
access. 
The proportions of one room 
of the house are singularly 
impressive. The dining room, 
designed 
for 
entertainment 
purposes, is 25 feet by 18 feet. 
Entrance from outside is gained 
by a porch or more formal 
portico. It is in this room where 
the dances were held. An en­ 
closed stairway leads from this 
room to the basement and a 
direct route to the room used 
for the storage of wine.

A UNIQUE feature of the 
original house is the kitchen, 
attached to the dwelling but 
with no enclosed passage bet­ 
ween it and the living quarters. 
An addition was later built 
to house workmen — of which 
there were many. It was a 


cattle and was a cattle dealer. 
He raised and slaughtered hogs, 
packed the meat and sent it 
to other markets. He made and 
sold wine. A portion of the 
basement had been planned for 
the sole purpose of storing wine. 
Hosier, acknowledged for his 
affluency, 
was 
reportedly 
a 
very rough product. 
Anything 
that displeased him received an 
oath and was thrown aside. He 
entertained with extravagance. 
^Orchestras from as far away 
as the South were hired to play 
for the dances, enlivened with 
a plentiful supply of fermented 
juice. 
The 
seven Hosier daughters 
were true products of their 
environment. They were never 
described ais shy or retiring but 
aggressive — in several ways. 
The story is told that the girls 
r e p e a t e d l y challenged one 
another to see which could 
drink the most wine and con­ 
tinue to function. 
It is known through common 
knowledge 
that 
Hosier 
over 
extended himself financially and 
was forced to declare himself 
insolvent. 
His holdings were 
eventually dissolved 
and 
he 
departed the area.

IT WAS in 1912 that George 
H. Armstrong of Saltcreek Twp. 


purchased the original Holser 
farm with its 160 acres when 
it was offered at public sale 
from the court house in Cir­ 
cleville. 
In 
1915 
he 
married Miss 
Bowsher, daughter of J. L. 
Bowsiher of near Adelphi. He 
and his 
new 
bride 
started 
housekeeping in the home built 
by George Hosier, now showing 
the abuse of a series of tran­ 
sient renters. 
Another 
kitchen 
had 
been 
added to the residence, more 
functional because it was ad­ 
jacent to the dining room. This 
too had been replaced by stall 
another 
kitchen 
which 
was 
fashioned by dividing the once- 
impressive dining room. 
The first replacement kitchen 
did afford 
an inside 
water 
supply. The room had been built 
over the existing cistern. The 
water was furnished through a 
trap door in the kitchen floor. 
Odd and crude, bat effective. 
Mr. and Mrs. Armstrong were 
determined to restore the house 
to 
its original beauty. 
Mrs. 
Armstrong particularly wished 
to 
have 
the dining 
room 
restored to its initial elegance. 
This has been accomplished. 
Hie 
bouse 
has 
undergone 
improvements hilt remains as 
it was originally built 103 years 
ago 
and 
offers 
nostalgic 
musings of a past era. The solid 
stone steps at the rear of the 
souse have an indentation worn 
smooth by sharpening of many 
knives 
on its 
surface. 
One 
bedroom has the names of two 
of the Hosier daughters etched 
on 
the 
window 
frame, 
the 
names still legible, the dates 
obliterated. 
Wooden 
pins 
on 
cupboard doors swing as per­ 
fectly today as when they were 
placed. 
Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Arm­ 
strong 
have 
preserved 
their 
home of 54 years. It is a proud 
heritage for Pickaway County.
